NEW YORK—(NEA)—Fritz 


Weaver, whose proven acting 
talent allows him to speak 
without any trace of sour 
grapes, feels the American 
public is too hard on Ameri- 
can actors. 


He's a bit tired of the fact 


that the public seems to think 
American actors are not so 
good as English actors. 


Because the B r i t i s h arc 


trained in the classics, they 
are spoken of with awe in 
many theatrical circles. "They 
have more opportunities to 
play classics. That's not a 
path that is open to most 
American a c t o r s or they 
would take it." 


Weaver is one of the Ameri- 


cans who has been trained in 
classical theater. For the past 
10 years he has been asked to 
participate in the Stratford, 
Conn., Shakespeare Festival. 


"But that's not the 'hot' 


part of the theater in America. 
In England it is. 


"And to say that British ac- 


tors arc superior in the use of 
their voices is to minimize the 
situation. American poets talk 
like American cab drivers 
whereas the average English- 
man has inflections that range 
over two octaves. 


"I do think that American 


actresses are more viable than 
American actors. Uta Hagan, 
for instance, can do anything 
that any English actress can 
do with her voice and in per- 
formance." 


The proof of Weaver's kind 


words about American per- 
formers can be sampled in a 
dramatic television pudding 
when CBS-TV telecasts Arthur 
Miller's powerful drama of 
the Salem witchcraft trials, 
"The Crucible." Any acting 
fans who have doubts about 
American performers 
w i l l 


have them dispelled on May 4 
when they see the work of 
Weaver, George C. Scott, Col- 
lean Dewhurst, Henry Jones, 
Melvyn Douglas and Tuesday

King 
fo Hove It 
Both Ways 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Dr. 


Martin Luther King, the Negro 
civil rights leader, is trying to 
have it both ways. He says he 
doesn't mean one thing. He says 
he means another. The two wind 
up meaning the same. 


King, a hero of the civil rights 


movement and in the newspa* 
pers continually for years, had 
been in a bit of eclipse in recent 
months as the crusade for civil 
rights slowed down. 


It not only slowed down but 


begn to fly apart last year after 
Stokely Carmichael, leader of 
the Student Nonviolent Coordi- 
nating 
Committee, 
began 


preaching "black power." 


Even ardent civil rights liber- 


als didn't like the connotations 
of that slogan. And the National 
Urban League and the National 
Association 
for 
the Advance- 


ment of Colored 
People de- 


nounced the concept. But King 
wouldn't join the denunciation. 


Then with one big speech ear- 


lier this month King got himself 
back into the limelight but In a 
way that antagonized more peo- 
ple sympathetic to civil rights. 
He linked the civil rights pro- 
tests with the anti-Vietnam war 
protests. 


Some Negro leaders publicly 


disagreed with these latest tac- 
tics of King. Since he needs all 
the white and Negro support he 
can get to start the civil rights 


movement rolling again, It's 
hard to see how he did It any* 
thing but Injury. 


King had been talking against 


the war in bits and pieces for a 
while and then on April 4 made 
a 40-page speech denouncing the 
American role In it. He called 
the United States the "greatest 
purveyor 
of violence in he 


world." 


But he never once in the 40 


pages mentioned the violence or 
viclousness of the Viet Cong 
against their own people in 
South Vietnam. 


In a later speech - one news- 


paper said It was a clear effort 
to counter criticism for his 
omission In the April 4 talk—he 
did mention the other side but 
very guardedly. 


He said, "I am not absolving 


Hanoi or the Viet Cong of their 
responsibilities." This whole 
performance by King was one- 
sided.

Every year nearly two mil- 


lion persons in the United 
States suffer severe or fatal 
burns. Most of them are either 
very old or very young. A 
disproportionate number of 
these injuries occur in the 
home and all are preventable. 
The key to prevention is edu- 
cation. Teach your younger 
children the danger of play- 
ing with matches and your 
older children how to handle 
fire safely. 


Take a tip from the schools, 


where fire drills are held rou- 
tinely. Show your children 
two avenues of escape—usu- 
ally a door and a window— 
from every room in your 
home and provide a rope lad- 
der for each bedroom above 
the first floor. 


Teach your children the 


importance of immediate es- 
cape. They should not try to 
put out the fire or try to sal- 
vage any of their treasures. 
Fires spread quickly and ev- 
ery second counts. If a win- 
dow can't be opened readily, 
teach your children to break 
the glass with any handy ob- 
ject, then break off all the 
jagged edges before climbing 
out. 


Stress the dangers of suffo- 


cation with smoke. Many a 
child has been overcome try- 
ing to pass through a smoke- 
filled hall and died before 
the flames reached him. One 
should not rely on a wet 
cloth over the nose to filter 
out the poisonous fumes and 
let only pure air into the 
lungs. Repeat the home fire 
drills often enough that your 
children will react calmly and 
automatically should they be 
faced with the real thing. 


There are still far too many 


children seriously injured by 
clothing fires. Teach your 
children not to run if their 
clothing catches fire but to lie 
down and smother the flames 
by rolling in a rug, coat or 


blanket. The search for fire- 
resistant fabrics has been 
less-rewarding than the devel- 
opment 
of 
flame-retarding 


finishes for ordinary fabrics.

Has he adjusted to the routine 


behind bars, making the emo- 
tional switch from his strong 
role of boss to one who must 
take orders? What is his future 
in jail? 


An Associated Press newsman 


visited the 943-acre penitentiary 
complex at Lewisburg in central 
Pennsylvania to get the an- 
swers. 


Only his family and lawyers 


can 
visit 
Hoffa. Catching a 


glimpse of this labor titan at 
prison work is just as elusive. 


Warden Jacob J. Parker offi-. 


daily declines comment on Hof- 
fa. 


"We don't single 
out any 


man," the warden says. "The 
only special effort we make is to 
treat every one exactly the 
same. 


"We recognize no big shots." 
But a source inside the prison 


had this observation of Hoffa 
now serving an eight-year jury 
tampering sentence. 


"He looks good and is very 


cheerful. He seems to be mak- 
ing the best of his prison life. He 
makes friends very easily with 
other 
inmates, 
seems very 


popular and well-liked. Other 
men seek him out and he talks 
to all who greet him. 


"He's a good mixer, jovial." 
Known for his quick temper 


and sharp tongue, Hoffa report- 
edly has displayed restraint in 
his first 49 days behind bars. 


"He accepts the authority, 


doesn't question it," says the 
insider who has seen Hoffa at 
work. "He does what he is told, 
and cheerfully. He even does 
more than is expected, does his 
best in everything, and asks no 
favors. 


In jail, everyone physically 


able works a 40-hour week. Hof- 
fa is now in the clothing room- 
sorting, 
stacking and issuing 


clothing to fellow inmates. Each 
prisoner 
gets 
four 
sets of 


clothing within a week of arriv- 
al. 


Hoffa also takes in dirty laun- 


dry, and occasionally sews up 
mattress covers to replace 
ripped ones. 


His prison job is temporarily 


classified as general mainte- 
nance, 
requiring 
no special 


skills. A shortage of classifica- 
tion case workers has delayed a 
permanent assignment. 


Does Hoffa, when he returns 


to the privacy of his cell at 
night, still run his union? 


Absolutely not, 
says the 


warden, 
emphasizing, "Men 


can't conduct outside business 
here." 


But 
one 
ex-convict~whom 


Parker admitted knew the ropes 
— says smart men, like Hoffa, 
can do almost anything they 
want through their attorney who 
has visiting privileges at least 
three days a week.

he presidential election cam* 
paigns are not only a time for 
inflated speeches. Thev also 


hearld a return of inflated crowd 
estimating - or deflated esti- 
mating, depending upon which 
party you listen to. Now a new 
development may throw some 
honesty Into the latter preoccu- 
pation of politicians. 


Herbert Jacobs, a lecturer In 


journalism at the University of 
California, has devised what he 
calls "Jacobs' crowd formula." 
The formula calls for walking off 
the length and width of a gather- 
Ing, then adding the two figures. 
If the crowd is densely packed, 
this Is multiplied by 10; 
if 


loosely assembled, by seven. The 
average per son occupies from six 
to eight square feet in most 
crowds, he says. For sit-ins, the 
figure Is 6.7 square feet. 


Jacobs reportedly perfected 


his formula by studying a stu- 
dent strike rally at the university, 
which various observers esti- 
mated as containing from 5,000 
to 10,000 participants. Jacobs 
actually counted heads in an en- 
larged photo and came up with 
2,804. — Gastonia (N. C.) Ga- 
zette.

through Congress and predictions 
are it will pass, extending the 
duration of a copyright from Its 
present 56-year effectiveness to 
a lifetime, plus 50 years.

covered by copyright are juke- 
box tunes.

How the gentle- 
man In the frock coat, striped 
trousers, goatee and star-spang- 
led top hat became this nation's 
symbol?

And he 
was a real man, Samuel Wilson 
of Troy, N.Y., aprosperous meat- 
packer who sold and Inspected 
meat for the Army. Each ship- 
ment of salted meat had the bar- 
rels stamped "U.S." and so be- 
came known as "Uncle Sam's 
meat."

WASHINGTON (AP) - In- 


complete returns in voting by 
Teamsters Union members on a 
new national contract with the 
trucking industry were running 
against acceptance of the agree- 
ment today. 


Although an official tally was 


not expected from the union's 
national headquarters here until 
later in the day, unofficial totals 
from some two dozen locals in 
all parts of the country early 
this morning had 16,000 voting 
against the contract and 10,000 
in favor of acceptance. 


If ratified, the three-year con- 


tract would affect 450,000 driv- 
ers and other employes of 12,000 
trucking firms. 


Even as the voting was going 


on, five associations of truckers 
in the Chicago area brought a 
lockout against the Teamsters 
because of scattered 
strikes 


which they said made it impos- 
sible to continue operations. 


The Chicago employers said 


the union was trying to pressure 
them into giving a raise higher 
than that of approximately 70 
cents an hour over three years 
in the proposed national con- 
tract. 


Teamsters locals in the Chica- 


go area are refusing to be bound 
by the national contract. 


A spot check indicated that 


most trucking firms in the fivj 
associations stopped operations 
at midnight Sunday night, the 
announced starting time for the 
lockout. 


In Washington, a spokesman 


for Secretary of Labor W. Wil- 
lard Wirtz said the Labor De- 
partment would have no com- 
ment on the lockout "until we 
get moredetails." 


There was no immediate indi- 


cation from the union's top offi- 
cers, spokesmen lor the employ* 
ers or federal Glacials as to 
what the next step would be if 
the national contract were re- 
jected.

It contained 
a spy novel, and maps and 
papers marked "Top Secret" 
and "For eyes of President 
only." 


Several phone calls to Wash- 


ington later, the FBI carted the 
reading material off and the 
plane left for Paris. A note 
stuck in the book, "An Expen- 
sive Place to Die" by Len 
Deighton, said it was a practical 
joke. 


"Best regards," the note said. 


"Hope you enjoyed your visit. 
Sorry about that chief, (signed 
Your American Friend." 


The two visitors, assumed to 


be here for a check-up on Soviet 
Embassy security, were Vasily 
V. Mozshechkov, traveling un- 
der the cover name of Kuznet- 
sov, and Nikolai F. Vinogradov. 
Both were described by govern- 
ment sources as officers of the 
KGB, the Soviet Union's Com- 
mittee on State Security. 


Their 
movements between 


New York and Washington, in- 
cluding an incident in which 
they locked themselves out of 
their own car, were under con- 
stant FBI surveillance and re- 
ceived wide publicity after the 
story was leaked to news media. 


Sunday night's incident liter,

In paranoid fashion to his wife's 
suicide, regarding it as part of a 
plot against him, and how Svet- 
lana learned of the suicide at 16 
after believing for nine years 
the death was natural.

"The 
magnificent men and 


women I command in Vietnam 
have earned the unified support 
of the American people," West- 
moreland said. 


The four-star general gave 


his warning and unity appeal In 
a speech prepared for The Asso- 
ciated Press annual meeting.

city where opponents of U.S. 
Involvement in Vietnam staged 
a massive demonstration nine 
days ago. 


Reviewing progress of the 


war, Westmoreland said "the 
military picture is favorable," 
but the enemy still is full of 
fight despite "staggering com- 
bat losses." 


"The end is not in sight," said 


the Army general who leads 439,- 
000 American soldiers, Marines, 
Air Force men and sailors in 
Vietnam. 


"I foresee, 
in the months 


ahead, some of the bitterest 
fighting of the war. 


"But I have confidence In our 


battlefield capability. And I am 
confident of the support we and 
our allies will continue to re- 
ceive from our President and 
from the Congress."

CHICAGO (AP) - Heavy, wet 


snowflakes fell amid the debris 
Sunday as residents of tornado- 
ravaged northern Illinois com- 
munities cleared the rubble,

The snowstorm, heaviest on 


record so late in the spring in 
Chicago, hampered cleanup op- 
erations in Oak Lawn, Belvidere 
and Lake Zurich. These areas 
were hardest hit by twisters 
that rampaged across the top of 
the state and into Michigan Fri- 
day, 
killing 
53, 
injuring 


hundreds and causing damage 
estimated as high as $50 million. 


Four inches of snow fell on 


hundreds of workers at Belvi- 
dere. 


A spirit of optimism, tem- 


pered by sadness, prevailed. 
Hubert Kay stood in front of his 
ruined house and said: "The 
ones with dead, 
they're the 


ones, It took us 2Vz years to 
build this house. The wind tore 
it down in two minutes. But you 
can build a house back again." 


Funeral services for many of 


the victims were planned for 
today 
and 
Tuesday.
